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Applicant's remarks are noted but it is clear from Col. 
9, lines 15 — 30 that all the compounds were tested as an 
anesthesia. This could read on the instant claims. 

Claim 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being 
unpatentable over the Terrell et al , the Terrell and the 
Bagnall patents of record for the reasons fully set 
forth in Paper No. 2, pages 3 and 4. Applicant's 
remarks and the unsigned declaration are noted. The 
declaration, however, fail to show a side-by-side com- 
parison over the prior art patents; namely, both Tihe 
1-bromo and 1— chloro anesthetic agents.
